-11. Chewable articles according to Claim 1, in which the quantity of inulin and/or 
oligofructans present in the mixtures with thermoplastic polymers is between 10 and 20% by 
weight. — 

—12. Chewable articles according to Claim 1, in which the inulin and the mixtures of inulin 
and/or oligofructans with thermoplastic polymers are rendered thermoplastically processable by 
extrusion at temperatures of between 80 and 200°C in the presence of water and/or a plasticizer 
containing hydroxyl groups. — 

—13. Chewable articles according to Claim 1, in the form of bones for dogs. — 

—14. A thermoplastically processable material comprising mixtures of inulin and/or 
oligofructans with thermoplastic polymers.— 

—15. Use of the thermoplastically processable material of claim 10, for producing chewable 
articles for animals. ~
